The adequate basis of fact for deter- 
mining the extent and nature of the 
crime problem does not exist in this 
State or In the greater part‘ of ‘the 
country. Cleveland had its crime sur- 
vey in 1921. Missouri is just com- 
pleting a similar investigation. For an 
adequate study in New York much 
more than the $50,000 appropriated by 
the State Législature will be needed. 

‘The issues inyolved are wider than 
the alleged break-down of the machin- 
ery the criminal law.: The entire 
social Ife of the country enters into 
the . question. ‘To this ‘extent the 
criminologists are justifiéd in their 
warning against a surrender to the ris- 
ing demand for severer penalties and 
swift punishment as the sure and only 
remedy, though the comparative fig- 
ures for serious crime. and its punish- 
ment do constitute a prima facie .case 
against: the administration of criminal 
justice. In 1908 Chief Justice Tarr 
pointed .out that in 1885 there were 
1,808 murders’ and 108 executions and 
in 1904 there: were 8,482 murders and 
116 executions.’ In the latter year, for 
one and # half times, the population, 
there were four and. three-quarter 
times as many homicides. Yet despite 
this disconcerting increase in violence 
the ratio of execuffons had fallen from
